Gentlemen: — 

The  Pittsburg  Visible  Type-writer  #12109,  which  I  send  at 
your  request  for  exhibition  purposes,  is  the  one  on  which  I  received 
all  of  the  official  government  telegrams,  "specials",  etc.,  while 
I  was  stationed  at  the  Milburn  House,  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  as  telegrapher 
to  Secretary  Cortelyou,  when  President  McKinley  was  shot.  It  was 
in  use  at  the  Milburn  House  in  receiving  messages  from  the  White 
House  and  elsewhere  within  about  two  hours  after  Mr.  McKinley  was 
tsOcen  there. 

There  was  a  record-breaKing  amount  of  telegraphic 
matter  handled  during  that  trying  week  in  the  little  government 
tent  where  I  was,  and  although  most  of  the  messages  were  long,  not 
once  did  this  machine  break  down.  During  Friday,  and'  the  night 
following,  when  the  President  died,  I  handled  nearly  700  tel¬ 
egrams  and  long  "specials",  and  this  type-writer  always  turned  out 
clean  and  satisfactory  copies. 

I  also  used  this  same  machine  in  New  York  City  for  a 
long  time  when  I  worked  the  crack  Buffalo-New  York  quadruplex 
commission  wire,  at  the  Postal  office,  253  Broadway,  receiving  as 
high  as  60  messages  per  hour  on  it  with  little  difficulty. 

I  understand  this  machine  holds  all  western  records  for 
the  greatest  number  of  telegrams  received  in  a  stated  time,  and  I 
cheerfully  recommend  it  to  telegraphers  as  the  only  practical 
-Visible  writing  type-writer,  the  simplest  in  construction,  easiest 
to  learn  to  operate,  the  easiest  with  which  to  count  "checks",  and 
the  best  machine  for  telegraphers. 

You  can  judge  of  its  alignment,  after  two  years  hard 
service  by  this  letter.  In  that  time  it  has  not  cost  a  cent  for 
repairs  and  needed  none.
